SAIGON (AP) — South Viet- 


namese troops in Laos pulled 
out of their positions closest to 
Sepone today and moved south- 
east toward the Vietnamese 
border, headquarters 
officers 


reported. 


The officers said a regiment 


of infantrymen abandoned Fire 
Base Sofia, 2M> miles southeast 
of 
the 
key communications 


point 25 miles inside Laos, to 
avoid being trapped by North 
Vietnamese forces. 


Sofia was the closest fixed 


base to Sepone set up by the 
South Vietnamese after they 
advanced to the 
devastated 


junction town on Route 9 last 
Saturday. No further advance 
westward has been reported; 
the Saigon troops have been 
sweeping for enemy forces and 
supply caches in the area and 
to the southeast along a front of 
about 25 miles. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent George Esper, reporting 
from South Vietnamese north- 
ern headquarters at Ham Nghi, 
said staff officers told him 
some of the Saigon troops 
moved six miles southeast of 
Sofia. This would put them 8% 
miles from Sepone. 


Esper 
said 
other 
troops 


moved eastward toward the 
Vietnamese 
border near the 


fire base called Lolo. 


Sepone was a main trans- 


shipment point on the Ho Chi 
Minh trail network through 
southeast Laos, and at the start 
of the South Vietnamese fdrive 
Feb. 8 it was reported to lie the 
first major target of the drive. 
'BUt the South Vietnamese 


said this week that they had 
not occupied Sepone because it 
was in a valley and therefore 
vulnerable to attack. Instead 
they sent reconnaissance units 
in and out of the deserted ruins 
all week while holding positions 
on the high ground. 


Meanwhile, American 
heli- 


copters returned in force to the 
skies over the panhandle as the 
weather improved. The U.S. 
Command said American chop- 
pers flew nearly 1,200 sorties in 
Laos after two days of heavy 
fog and low clouds. The weath- 
er had cut the daily traffic to 
160 sorties or less. 


The flights Thursday included 


about 500 gunship sorties, at- 
tacking enemy troops to sup- 
port the South Vietnamese; 300 
troop lifts; 350 supply flights 
and 40 to evacuate casualties. 


With the renewal of helicop- 


ter activity, the U.S. Command 
announced the loss of five more 
of the aircraft on Thursday and 
a sixth last Saturday. One 
American was killed, seven 
were wounded and two are 
missing in the crashes.

ry Heard, tied with Arnold 
Palmer going into today's sec- 
ond round in the $150,000 Flori- 
da Citrus Open, credits his re- 
cent marriage with the stunn- 
ing improvement in his game.

Mauch has reason to be giddy 


about Bailey. It's been a dec- 
ade since the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates shelled out in the neigh- 
borhood of $135,000 to get Bail- 
ey's name on a contract—and 
that bonus still ranks as one of 
the largest ever paid to an un- 
tested youngster. 


For five years with the Pi- 


rates, two with Los Angeles 
and the first with Montreal, 
Bailey not only was one of the 
highest paid bonus babies of all 
times but also one of the big- 
gest busts of all times. 


Then it happened. 
Starting to streak when his 


batting average stood at .107, 
Bailey collected 89 hits in his 
next 228 at bats and finished 
the season with the best marks 
of his major league career—a 
.287 batting average, 84 runs 
batted in and 28 homers, one in 
every 13 at bats.

Bailey, who most likely will 


play third base, combines with 
right fielder Fusty Staub (.274, 
30 homers, 94 RBIs) and first 
baseman Ron Fairly (.288, 15 
homers, 61 RBIs) to give the 
Expos a fearsome threesome in 
the middle of the lineup.

Joke. But it wouldn't have 


been a bad idea at that. For 
Eddie Carmel is the biggest, 
most a w e s o m e Jew since 
Eleazar. Now 30 years old 
and living in a Bronx apart- 
ment with a very high ceil- 
ing, lie is reportedly nine 
feet and five-eighths inches 
in height and claims by al- 
most a head to be the world's 
tallest man. 


His claim is not official. 


On an earth of 3.6 billion 
people, there may be some- 
one somewhere with an inch 
or so on him. But when Eddie 
puts his 465 pounds to his 
boast, nobody but somebody 
who weighs 466 would argue 
the point. 


"Not only am I the tallest 


man," he says—er, roars,

Fortunately, Eddie doesn't 


say he's the t a l l e s t man 
ever. That w o u l d be too 
much. Giants as great or 
greater than he have existed 
throughout recorded mythol- 
ogy and fact. Eleazar the 
Jew was said to be 10 feet 2 
inches. The 16th century's 
Archduke Ferdinand had a 
bodyguard allegedly 11 feet 
tall There was an Irish giant 
named Patrick Cotter who 
"had a thumb the size of a 
normal man's wrist." And 
G o l i a t h , whom Eddie re- 
g a r d s a s a n a n c e s t o r 
("Damn that David") was 
supposed to have measured 
six cubits and a span, about 
9 feet 9. 


But thpugh Eddie Carmel 


is not unique, he'll do on the 
streets of New York City. He 
wears a size 36 shoe, keeps 
his pants on with a 60-inch 
belt, sleeps in a 10-foot bed 
that's "cramped," eats from 
6 to 10 pounds of meat at a 
serving and surely must be 
one of the wonders of the 
modern world.

He's k i d d i n g , naturally. 


Eddie is always kidding. He 
found out long ago that kid- 
ding is the only way to stay 
sane in a world of midgets: 
"I could walk the Mojave 
desert at 3 a.m. and some- 
body would still come up and 
ask what's new besides Ho- 
Ho-Ho." If he responded to 
every inquiry seriously, he 
says, he would be a regular 
visitor to the world's longest 
psychiatric couch. 


So there's no doubt about 


it. Airplanes aren't really 
Eddie's b i g g e s t problem. 
People are. Despite his good- 
natured philosophy that "to 
me. I'm normal and every- 
body else is odd," he is in 
society the square peg. He 
can't e s c a p e the title of 
freak. U s u a l l y , it's only 
bothersome in a minor way, 
such as having people stare, 
giggle, or give him a wide 
berth. But sometimes it can 
be agony; recently the kids 
in his neighborhood staged a 
c r u e l g a m e of "get the 
giant," gathered in hooting 
bands every time he stepped 
outside his door, and tor- 
mented him to the extent 
that he was forced to call in 
police protection. 


"The kids really got to 


me," he says. "I had hurt 
my leg and had to walk 
around on crutches. They'd 
run in front of me, call me 
names, block my way and 
that kind of thing.

ference allright," Battles said. 
"But, our horse had a little 
difficulty leaving the gate. He 
was sitting on the tail gate 
when the gates opened and it 
took a little something out of 
the horse because he had to run 
so hard the first three eighths." 


That was two weeks ago at 


six furlongs. The two are ex- 
pected to meet Saturday in the 
$25,000 Rebel Handicap at one 
mile and 70 yards, one of the 
last major preps for the $50,000 
Arkansas Derby on April 3.

One of the unpleasant facts 


of current life is that many 
of us will eventually have to 
put our parents in nursing 
homes. 


The burden of caring for 


the bedridden and senile at 
home makes strenuous de- 
mands on any family. Many 
simply cannot meet them. As 
a result, some one million 
aged and sick now live in the 
24,000 nursing homes across 
the United States. 


The almost universal guilt 


felt by those who place par- 
ents in these homes is often 
a deterrent to m a k i n g a 
proper selection. Investiga- 
tion is postponed until the 
last possible minute or per- 
haps even avoided complete- 
ly. 


The whole process of selec- 


tion can be complicated by 
a factor many don't foresee. 
Homes in heavily populated 
areas frequently are booked 
solid and have waiting lists 
as well. 


The wait for an opening is 


made all the less bearable 
by the knowledge that death 
is the liberator of most nurs- 
ing home beds. 


Whether you begin early or 


l a t e , an investigation of 
homes under consideration is 
a must. Stricter regulation of 
such facilities, and the profit- 
making possibilities, h a v e 
combined to upgrade their 
quality, but some are still 
substandard. 


Here's how the administra- 


tor of one nonprofit facility 
suggests that an investiga- 
tion be done: 


• First, lake an overall 


look at the place Are the 
surroundings

Are the furnishings decent, 
or do they look like rummage 
sale rejects?

Tube Train 
Under Study 


MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) 


— The federal government is 
backing research on a passen- 
ger train that would travel up 
to 1,000 miles an hour through 
a tube containing thin air at a 
temperature of 450 degrees be- 
low zero. 


A 
$121,337 Department of 


Transportation grant to deter- 
mine the feasibility of such a 
system was announced Wednes- 
day for Stanford Research In- 
stitute, which is working on the 
project. 


An institute spokesman said 


this marked the first time the 
federal government had taken 
a financial interest in research 
on the concept, which has been 
studied in the United States and 
Japan for several years. 


The objective is a pressurized 


train that would roll on rubber 
tires until it reached a 50-mile- 
an-hour speed through a tube 
where a partial vacuum had 
been created to minimize air 
resistance. Then the vehicle 
would be lifted off the ground 
by magnetic forces and whiz 
silently through the thin air. 


Magnets spaced the length of 


the train would interact with 
opposing magnetic forces in an 
aluminum guide strip to life the 
cars about a foot above the 
guideway and keep them cen- 
tered. 


A 500-foot-long test guideway 


nearing completion at the in- 
stitute's headquarters here will 
be used for testing a one-fif- 
tieth-scale model after at least 
a year's work on a feasibility 
study, a spokesman said. 


The Federal Railroad Admin- 


istration wants the study to aim 
at a safe, smooth, quiet and 
pollution-free ride. 


The method of propelling the 


trains and the ways of achiev- 
ing temperatures near absolute 
zero to make the magnets su- 
perconductive will be two areas 
of 
study, institute 
scientists 


say. 


Jet engines, rocket motors 


and other driving forces have 
been considered to power the 
trains, but researchers say they 
favor a linear-induction motor, 
using the same electric forces 
that hold the train suspended in 
air to pull it forward.

Extension of 
Legislature 
Up to House 
LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Wheth- 


er or not the Arkansas Legisla- 
ture recesses next week is up 
to the Arkansas House. 


The Senate approved on a 


voice vote Thursday a resolu- 
tion calling for a recess next 
week, with legislative business 
to resume March 22. If the 
House approves the resolution, 
the legislators would recess for 
one week. 


However, a majority of the 


House members have indicated 
that they favor continuing on 
with their work without a re- 
cess. Speaker Ray S. Smith Jr. 
of Hot Springs suggested Thurs- 
day that the legislature take 
Monday off to give its Joint 
Budget Committee extra time to 
work on budget matters and the 
proposed new revenue stabiliza- 
tion law. 


Tempers flared from time to 


time in the Senate Thursday as 
the upper chamber 
debated 


whether to recess or continue 
the legislative process without 
interruption. Smith 
told 
the 


House Thursday that the legis- 
lature would need no more than 
two weeks to finish its work. 


The Senate defeated another 


resolution Thursday calling for 
a two-week recess. Sen. Morrell 
Hathright of Pine Bluff, sponsor 
of both resolutions, gave notice 
of reconsideration on the resolu- 
tion for a two-week recess. 


Earlier in the week, 58 House 


members indicated they favored 
working straight through, 18 
favored a one-week recess and 
10 voted not to work today and 
Monday.

giving incentive to prisoners, 
chiefly discipline, was more de- 
sirable than paying the inmates. 


"If I was in charge, I'd hang 


the strap back on the wall, and 
when 
they didn't do right, 


they'd lay down and get it laid 
on them," Fletcher said. 


Corporal punishment has been 


banned by federal courts as a 
prison disciplinary device. 


Sen. Olen Hendrix of Prescott, 


who opposed the bill, said he 
could not endorse payments to 
prisoners "in any way, shape, 
form or fashion." 


"I think we have gone over- 


board—way overboard, I think 
—in trying to rehabilitate the 
inmates with services and pro- 
grams and classes," Hendrix 
said. "All of this didn't exist ex- 
cept for the last four years." 


Fletcher said payments to 


"incorrigibles" were indefensi- 
ble. "Why don't we make pay- 
ments to the victims?" he asked. 


Arguing in the House in sup- 


port of the bill to abolish the 
fee system, Rep. A. Jan Thom- 
as of near West Memphis said 
there were no checks and bal- 
ances in current state law to 
prevent abuses of the system. 


Under the fee system, such 


county officials as sheriffs, cir- 
ciut clerks, assessors and depu- 
ty prosecutors collect fees in 
the performance of their duties. 
The money is used for the op- 
erations of their offices with 
surplus amounts going into the 
county treasury. 


The bill, which also would 


abolish the fee system for mu- 
nicipal and state officers, would 
have continued the collection of 
fees. But it would have re- 
quired the money to be deposit- 
ed in the proper governmental 
fund. Officials then would be 
paid from the fund, as officials 
in counties that do not have the 
fee system are paid. 
Thomas, who sponsored the 
bill with Rep. Ron Archer of 
Russellville, said the bill "only 
affects officials putting more 
into their own pocket than they 
are allowed by law." 


Rep. Kenneth Ray Camp of 


Brookland suggested that the 
bill would lift "the veil of sus- 
picion" over county officials on 
the fee system. 


Rep. Jim Roberts of Trumanrt 


said that under current law of- 
ficals could put their "fiv& 
year-old sons and aging grand- 
mothers" on the payroll and 
use fees to pay them without an 
audit ever revealing it. 


Rep. Jimmie Don McKissackf 


of Star City, opposing the bill, 
said the proposal was "local, 
personal harassment type legis- 
lation." 


This was an apparently refer- 


ence to a feud in Crittenden 
County between Sheriff Marion 
Thomas and a faction that in- 
cludes Rep. Thomas, who is not 
related to the sheriff. The rep- 
resentative said, however, that 
the only person on the fee sys- 
tem in his county was a deputy 
prosecutor. 


Rep. Jim Under of West Hel- 


ena, also opposing the bill, told 
the House: "Some people are 
bringing their politics to the 
House." 


During the debate, Thomas 


compared the cost of operating 
the sheriff's office in a county 
on the fee system and one not 
on the system. The representa- 
tive said the sheriff's office in 
Phillips County, a fee county, 
cost $137,000 in 1969 to operate 
while the cost in White County, 
which is not on fees, was 
$62,000. The two counties are 
nearly 
equal 
in population, 


Thomas said. 


Rep. J. B. Smith of Marianna 


arose on a point of personal to 
say that Thomas was making an 
unfair comparison because the 
Phillips County office had a 
greater work load. 


Several sheriffs were in the 


House gallery during debate. 
Thomas said there had been a 
"deluge of people coming down 
here today telling you how to 
vote on this bill. I ask you to 
vote 
your 
own 
convictions. 


Don't let the county officials 
push your button." 


In opposing the public de- 


fender bill, Rep. John Plegge of 
Little Rock said he did not want 
to 
provide 
free 
counsel 
to 


"someone 
who voluntarily 


breaks the law." 


Honey, supporting the bill, 


said the U.S. Supreme Court al- 
ready takes care of the good 
people who are living outside 
the penitentiary?" 


In other action, the House ap- 


proved 76-1 a bill by Kep Clovis 
Bryant of Van Buren that would 
give the state labor commission- 
er authority to bring suit to en-

Chief U.S. disarmament ne- 


gotiator Gerard Smith received 
his final instructions from Pres- 
ident Nixon Thursday and left 
the White House meeting pre- 
pared to reject a Soviet pro- 
posed limitation on defensive 
missiles without a simultaneous 
restriction on offensive weap- 
ons systems. 


The Soviets, on the other 


hand, have made clear they 
will not accept a U.S. plan for 
an offensive-defensive weapons 
curb unless it includes nuclear- 
armed 
American planes as- 


signed to West Europe. 


Further dimming the outlook 


for an accord during the two- 
month Vienna meeting, which 
starts Monday, is recent U.S. 
intelligence indicating the So- 
viets are building a new inter- 
continental ballistic missile. 


This followed earlier informa- 


tion the Soviets had slowed 
deployment of their big SS9 
missiles—a development some 
U.S. disarmament 
proponents 


read as a sign of Kremlin inter- 
est in an arms curb deal.

high cost of litigation but are 
too well off to qualify for legal 
aid "are forced to stand by in 
frustration and often in want, 
while they watch the passage of 
time eat up the value of their 
case." 


Burger added: "We are rap- 


idly 
approaching 
the 
point 


where this quiet and patient 
segment of Americans will to- 
tally lose patience with the 
cumbersome 
system 
that 


makes people wait two, three, 
four or more years to dispose 
of an ordinary civil claim." 


Court costs, not including 


lawyers' fees, now run as high 
as $250 an hour, he said. To 
help ease the burden, Burger 
suggested judges impose heavy 
fines on parties 
who carry 


cases they could have settled 
up to jury selection before their 
lawyers reach an agreement.
